Habib’s version begins % A couple of hours after we took off from 
Saigon aerodrome on 17th Angus t, we landed at Touraine (Indochina') and 
halted there for the night* Early next morning we again took ,off and lande 
at the Talhoku airport at about 2 F ,M, on the 18th* We took off from 
there at 2,35 p.m* We had just cleared the runway and gained two or three 1 
hundred feet height when there was -a sudden deafening noise* I thought it 
was an enemy fighter* I learnt later that one of the propellers of the por 
engine had broken. The plane was already wobbling and In spite of the best 
efforts of the pilot* the plane crashed on Its nose and everything went 
black for a while, When I recovered cons clous ness a few seconds after, I 
realised that all the luggage had crashed on top of me and a fire had 
started In front of me* Bo, exit by the rear was blocked by the packages 
and exit by the front was possible only through the fire. The Hetaji was 
Injured In the head but had struggled to his feet and was about to move 
my direction to get away from the fire. As there was no passage I said to 
him "Aagese Hikliye Hetaji* 1 , With both his hands he fought his way thro 
the fire and stood - outs ide about ten of fifteen feet away* When the plane 
crashed he got a splash of petrol all over his cotton khaki and It caught 
fire. When he struggled to cone out through the nose of the plane he Saw 
stood there with his clothes burning and making a desperate effort to 
imbue lie the belt of his bush coat, round his waist* I dashed up to him 
tried to help him to remove the belts and then I noticed that his face w 
battered by Iron burnt by fire. A few minutes later he collapsed and he . 
on the ground* I was also exhausted and lay down by his side* The next ' 
thing I knew was that I was him lying in a hospital bed next to Hetaji, 
learnt later that within fifteen minutes of the crash military ambulance V 
had rushed us to the hospital in Taihaku city. Hetaji lost consciousness \
